Wild Celebrations 
Marked by ‘Snow- 


storm’ of Paper, Con- 
fetti Downtown—Many 
Impromptu Parades.

Still exuberant, St. Louisans re- 
turned to work today after a 
boisterous celebration of the Card- 
inal victory over the Boston Red 
Sox yesterday, bringing the home 
team its sixth world champion- 
ship. 

Immediately after “Pinky” Hig- 
gins was forced out at second 
base in the ninth inning at Sports- 
man's Park, ending the battle, of- 


fice workers began throwing con- 
fetti, scarce toilet paper, bills of 
lading and old letters out windows 
of downtown office buildings. 

Parts of Olive street and Wash- 
ington avenues were soon ankle 
deep in paper. Confetti swirled 
down and caught on streetcar 
wires. For a brief time, a paper 
snowstorm gnveloped pedestrians. 
Bits of cotton and woolen 
went sailing out the windows of 
wholesale clothing houses on 
Washington avenue. Adding ma- 
chine and ticker tape added to the 
blizzard. 

Soon jalopies with signs chalked 
on their sides began appearing in 
downtown streets. “Cards Washed 
Boston's Sox” and “Cards Had a 
Boston Tea Party” were the mes- 
sages carried by a group of teen- 
agers in an old machine. Horns 
blared, weary policemen fought to 
keep traffic orderly, and pennants 
waved as celebrants began buy- 
ing souvenirs from vendors on 
street corners.

Boys in woolen underwear, gar- 
nished with green confetti, rode 
down Washington avenue in an- 
other jalopy waving big balloons 
and yelling. 

At the ball park, when the game 
ended with two Red Sox stranded 
on the bases, the ecstatic Card- 
inals hoistéd their winning pitcher, 
Marry (The Cat) Brecheen to 
their shoulders and almost smoth- 
ered him. Fans rushed out and 
haff carried Brecheen and his 
teammates to the dugout. 

Hundreds of seat cushions were 
thrown to the field from the 
stands. Excited fans rang cow- 
bells, beat on drums and yelled 
themselves hoarse. A man in

ORDER TO SPEED JUNKING 
OF WAGE CONTROLS LIKELY 


OPA and Anderson ‘Seriously Considering’ 
Wiping Out Price Ceilings on All Foods 
Still Under Curbs. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
The Government was reported to 
be drafting an order today to 
speed the junking of wage con- 
trols. " 

Simultaneously, OPA and the 
Agriculture Department “serious- 
ly considered” wiping out price 
ceilings on al] food items still un- 
der control. 

‘Thus quick action appeared in 
prospect in line with the swifter 
decontrol policy announced by 
President Truman Monday night 
when he scrapped all Federal re- 
straints on meat, 

These were other developments: 

1, Senators studying the im- 
plications of Truman’s action 
on meat foresaw an early end 
to almost all price controls, ex- 
cept those over rent, either by 
voluntary government action or 
legislation, 

2. The Republican party con- 
tended that handling of the 


meat problem by the Democrats 
was a good reason for electing 
a Republican Congress. 

3. While livestock prices 
jumped in the wake of decon- 
trol, Secretary of Agriculture 
Clinton P, Anderson predicted 
there would more meat in 
butcher shops “in about 10 
days.” He said the shortage 
would last through 1946, how- 
ever. 


4. The decontrol board, re- 
versed on its ruling which re- 
stored meat ceilings, met to 
take another look at what's hap- 
penin;; to uncontrolled prices 
for dairy products, 

5. Government officials told a 
reporter that the United States 
would lift its quarantine Friday 
against the importation of Mex- 
ican cattle.

FOR WORLD SERIES 
AFTER PAYING TAXES 


$3757 Apiece for Cards, $2052 
for Red Sox—7-Game At- 
tendance 250,071. 


World Sertes gross receipts 
were $1,294,662; the net, -after 
taxes, $1,052,900 it was announced 
today. The Cardinals paid $155,916 
in federal, state and city taxes 
and Boston paid $85,846 in federal 
taxes. 

On a $6.25 grandstand ticket, 
actual admission cost was $5, The 
20 per cent federal amusement tax 
added $1, 2 per cent state sales 
tax added 10 cents and 3 per cent 
city license fee added 15 cents to 
the final charge. 

Each Cardinal player received 
$3757 as his share of the receipts. 
Each Boston player got $2052. 
Players share only in 60 per cent 
of the gross receipts of the first 
four games. The Cardinals and 
Sox split $212,808, with $127,739 
to the winners. 

$175,000 radio broadcasting 
fee, normally added to the players’ 
shares, was withheld and is ex- 
pected to be placed in a players’ 
pension fund. 

Total attendance at seven games 
was 250,071. Players’ shares, split 
34 ways for the Cardinals, were 
the lowest since 1918.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16 — Emmy 
Goering broke down and sobbed 
today when she was told that her 
husband, Hermann Goering, 
cheated the gallows by swallowing 
poison, Ed Haaker of the National 
Broadcasting Co, said in a Nuern- 
berg broadcast. Haaker said she 
denied she had smuggled the 
deadly capsule to her husband 
during her last visit to the prison.

Beef and pork appeared in St. 
Louis area retail food stores in 
somewhat larger quantities today, 
but prices were 50 to 100 per cent 


or more above OPA ceilings. Beef- 
stenk was selling for $1 a pound 
and up. 

A spot check by the _ Poast- 
Dispatch indicated that shoppers 
were buying meat at the new 
prices. The quantity of meat 
available was still far short of the 
demand. Butchers said that as 
long as the demand held up they 
did not anticipate lower prices. 

Retail prices were chaotic, fol- 
lowing the end of meat price con- 
trols by presidential] action. In 
general, retail price increases fol-: 
lowed wholesale price increases, 
which in turn reflected higher 
prices being paid by packers for 
livestock, 

However, none of the meat pur- 
chased on the hoof at higher 
prices had as yet reached meat 
counters. Meat sold to consumers 
was tagged for price according to 
various guesses as to what the 
traffic would bear. This often in- 
volved large markups for the 
dealer who happened to hold the 
meat when price control . was 
ended—more often the wholesaler 
or packer, apparently, than the re- 
tailer, 

One pound of steak was known 
to have been sold for $1.25, retail. 
At Union Market, butchers were 
selling steak for $1 a pound, A few 
stores were holding steak prices 
down as low as 70 cents. OPA had 
allowed a ceiling price of 53 or 54 
cents a pound for this meat. 

At Union’ Market, rib roasts 
of beef priced at 36 cents a pound 
by OPA were selling for. 70 cents. 
Even polish. sausage had leaped 
from 48 to 71 cents a pound and 
frankfurters from 48 to 59 cents. 

At the same market lamb 
shoulders jumped from the OPA 
ceiling of 38 cents a pound to 65

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16— The 
resignation of Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes is expected with- 
in. three months on orders of his 
physicians, the Post-Dispatch was 


informed today by high diplo- 
matic sources. 

White House advisers already 
are discussing a possible succes- 
sor, it was learned, although 
Byrnes has not yet advised the 
President officially of his inten- 
tion to resign. Among those be- 
ing given top consideration as 
Byrnes’s successor are Under Sec- 
retary of State Dean G. Acheson, 
who appears to have the best 
chance at the moment, and Su- 
preme Court Justice Robert H. 
Jackson. Justice William Q. 
Douglas also has been mentioned 
favorably. 

Byrnes’s resignation, when it 
comes, will be received with gen- 
uine reluctance by the White 
House, which has _ steadfastly 
praised his work -at the Paris 
peace conference and the preced- 
ing Councils of Foreign Ministers, 
At the same time close observers 
of the Washington scene are 
quick to point out that the vol- 
untary resignation of Byrnes 
would give President Truman the 
opportunity of taking a much 
stronger hand in_ international 
policy—in effect, being his own 
Secretary of State, no matter who 
is appointed to the post, 
Change May Help Truman Stature. 

Thus, while the loss of Byrnes 
will be regretted, the change may 
help the President increase his 
own stature in international af- 
fairs. It is no ‘secret around the 
capital that Byrnes is a strong

WASHINGTON, Oct, 16 (AP)— 
Supreme Court Justice Robert H. 
Jackson said today Hermann 
Goering suicide “killed the myth 
of Nazi bravery and stoicism and 
deep conviction.” 

“The founder of the concentra- 


tion. camps, where death was 
handed out to millions, could not 
face the gallows, himself,” Jack- 
son said in a statement. 


The justice, who was chief 
United States prosecutor. at 
Nuernberg, stated the “real signifi- 
cance” of the suicide lies in its ef- 
fect in Germany. 


“Goering, the top surviving Nazi 
leader, was the only defendant on 
whom a martyr myth might have 
been founded,” Jackson said. “The 
gallows offered him the most ef- 
fective platform from which to 
impress his sympathizers with 
the depth of his conviction and 
his selflessness for the cause. 
Frankly, I feared he would do it. 
But he lacked the character.

HANGMAN FOR NAZI

LEADERS ACHIEVES 
HIGHEST AMBITION 


NUERNBERG, Oct. 16 (UP)—~ 
When Master Sgt. John C. Woods 
of San Antonio, TexX.,. plunged the 
10 Nazi leaders to death today he 
achieved the highest ambition of 
his 16-year hangman's career. 

“That's what I stayed over here 
for,” the stocky one-time rancher 
said recently. 

Correspondents who witnessed 


the hangings said Woods presided 
over all executions, but did not 
personally pull the trapdoor on 
every Nazi. He was named 
Nuernberg executioner because of 
his position as the United States 
Army’s No, 1 hangman in Europe. 


He landed on Omaha Beach on 
D-day as a combat soldier. 
Shortly thereafter the Army as- 
signed him to killing with a rope 
instead of a gun. He traveled to 
his appointments by air. Approxi- 
mately 100 men, Germans and 
American soldiers alike, have died 
under his hand in Europe. They 
include 28 former Dachau concen- 
tration guards at Landsberg.

Some Appeared to Be 
Writing Final Notes —

NUERNBERG, Oct. 16—I was a

The eight correspondents repre- 
senting the world’s press and radio 
went at about 8:30 o'clock last 
night to inspect the prison wing 
in which the Nazis had spent the 
longest year of their lives, When 
we arrived at the right of the 
four-wing jail we learned that the 
condemned had not yet been in- 
formed, 


Hermann Goering had already 
gone to bed, To me he seemed to 
be sleeping nonchalantly. What a 
good act he put on, All the others 
were still awake, though Julius 
Streicher soon retired. 


Fritz Sauckel was pacing the 
floor nervously. Col. Gen, Alfred 
Jodl was writing, possibly a last 
letter to his wife. They had been 
exchanging mail daily. 


Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel 
was fully dressed in his field 
green uniform, cap in hand. Hans 
Frank sat there resigned, on his 
bed, contentedly smoking a cigar. 

Arthur Seyss-Inquart was read- 
ing. Joachim von Ribbentrop was 
kneeling at his bedside with a 
Protestant chaplain engaged in 
earnest prayer. 

As we left the prison we 
crossed another yard and there in 
a hall which until last Sunday 
had been used by the soldiers for 
basketball games, we found the 
execution chamber.

As its echo died away, Amer- 
ican Colonel standing by the 
steps of the scaffold said sharply 
to an interpreter. 

“Ask the man his name.”

The interpreter repeated his re- 
quest and the condemned man 
shouted: 


“Julius Streicher.”

With burning hatred in his eyes, 
Streicher looked down at the wit- 
nesses and shouted:

He referred to the Jewish cele- 
bration of their deliverance and 
the hanging of Haman, a Jew- 
hater of biblical days. According 
to the Old Testament book of 
Esther, Haman, adviser -to a Per- 
sian king, was hanged and the 
Jews celebrated his execution by 
the Purim Feast, a day of rejoic- 
ing and gladness. 


‘Bolsheviks Will Hang You.’ 


An- American officer near the 
scaffold then asked the man if 
he had any last words and 
Streicher snarled: 

“The Bolsheviks will hang you 
one day.” 7 

Just as the black hood was 
about to be placed upon his head 
Streicher said:

At that moment the trap was 
sprung with a loud bang.

Keltel Dies Stoicall 
Keitel showed the same stoicism 
in his approach to death that had 
marked his demeanor in court 
and in prison, The Prussian field 
marshal entered the execution 
chamber with his head held high 
and looked around while his 
hands, manacled behind his back, 
were being tied with leather cord. 
He walked with military bear- 
ing between two guards to the 
scaffold and mounted slowly but 
steadily. His last words, uttered 
in a full, clear voice, were: 
“T call on God Almighty to have 
mercy on the German people. 
More than two million German 
soldiers went to their death for 
the Fatherland before me, I fol- 
low now my sons (who died in 
the German army—all for Ger- 
many.” 
Keitel entered the chamber only 
two minutes after the trap had 
been dropped beneath Ribbentrop 
and while the latter still was 
hanging at the end of his rope. 
Keitel did not appear as tense 
as Ribbentrop. He held his head 
high while his hands were being 
tied and walked erect with a mili- 
tary bearing. When asked his 
name he, too, shouted loudly, “Wil- 
helm Keitel,” and mounted the 
gallows as he might have mounted 
a reviewing stand to take a salute 
from the German armies. 
He certainly did not appear to 
need the help of -guards who 
walked alongside, holding his 
arms. When he turned around 
atop the platform he looked over 
the crowd with “his traditional 
iron-jawed haughtiness of a proud 
Prussian officer. 
As his black-booted, uniformed 
body plunged through the trap, all

With both Ribbentrop and Kei- 
tel hanging at the end of their 
ropes their was a pause in the 
grim proceedings. 


The American colonel directing 
the executions. asked the Ameri- 
can general representing the 
United States on the Allied Con- 
trol Commission if those present 
could smoke. An affirmative an- 
swer brought cigarettes into the 
hands of almost every one of the 
30-odd persons present. 

These included two official rep- 
resentatives of the German gov- 
ernment in the American zone— 
Dr. Wilhelm Hoegner, minister- 
president of Bavaria, and Dr. Ja- 
cob Leisner, chief prosecutor of 
Nuernberg. \ 

Officers and G.I.s walked around 
nervously or spoke a few words 
to one another in hushed voices 
while Allied correspondents furi- 
ously scribbled notes. 

In a few minutes an American 
Army doctor accompanied by a 
Russian army doctor, both carry- 
ing stethoscopes, walked to the 
first scaffold, lifted the curtain 
and disappeared within. 

They emerged at 1:30 a.m. and 
spoke to a short, heavy-set Ameri- 
can colonel wearing combat boots. 
The colonel swung around and 
facing official witnesses snapped 
to attention to say: 

“The man is dead.” 

Body Cut Down. 

Two G.L.s quickly appeared with 
a stretcher which was carried up 
and lifted into the interior of the 
seaffold. The hangman, a 8er- 
geant, mounted the gallows steps, 
took a large Commando type knife 
out of a sheath strapped to his 
side and cut the rope. 

Ribbentrop’s limp body with the 
black hood still over his head was 
speedily removed to the far end 
of the room and placed behind a 
black canvas curtain. This all 
had taken less than 10 minutes. 

The directing colonel turned to 
the witnesses and said: “Cigar- 
ettes out please, gentlemen,” and 
then, addressing another colonel 
he called “Norman,” said “Okay.” 
The latter went out the door and 
over to the condemned block to 
fetch the next man. 

This creature was Ernst Kalten- 
brunner, Gestapo chief and direc- 
tor of the greatest mass murders 
Europe has known since the dark 
ages. 

Kaltenbrunner entered the exe- 
cution chamber at 1:36 a.m., wear- 
ing a sweater beneath his blue 
double-breasted coat. With his 
lean haggard face furrowed by old 
duelling scars this terrible succes- 
sor to Reinhard Heydrich had a 
frightening look as he glanced 
around the room. 

He was nervous and he wet his 
lips as he turned to mount the 
gallows, but he walked steadily. 
He answered his name in a calm, 
low voice. When he_ turned 
around on the gallows platform 
he first faced a United States 
Army Catholic chaplain attired in 
a Franciscan habit. 

‘I Loved My People.’ 

Kaltenbrunner was asked for his 
last words and answered quietly: 

“I would like to say a word, 

“T have loved. my German 
people and my Fatherland with a 
warm heart. 


“I have done my duty by the 
laws of my people and I am sorry 
my people were led this time by 
men who were not soldiers and 
that crimes were committed of 
which I had no knowlédge.”

Rosenberg’s Moment. 

Keitel had been pronounced 
dead at 1:44 a.m. and three min- 
utes later guards had removed 
his body and the scaffold was 
made ready for Alfred Rosenberg, 
the racial theorist who sought to 
establish Nazism as a pagan re- 
ligion. 

Rosenberg was dull and sunken- 
cheeked as he looked around the 
court. His complexion wag pasty- 
brown, but he did not appear 
nervous and walked with a steady 
step to and up the gallows, 

Apart from giving his name 
and replying “no” to a question 
as to whether he had anything 
to say, this atheist did not utter 
a word, Despite his disbelief in 
God he was accompanied by a 
Protestant chaplain who followed 
him to the gallows and stood be- 
side him praying. 

Rosenberg looked at the chap- 
lain once but said nothing. Ninety 
seconds after he entered the exe- 
cution hall he was swinging from 
the end of the rope.

Dead Goering Placed in Shadow 
Of Gallows He Cheated by Suicide

NUERNBERG, Oct, 16 (AP)— 
The doors of a small gymnasium 
in the Nuernberg jail courtyard 
through which the living had 
come opened early this morning 
and dead man came in--a gro- 
tesque, self-destroyed remnant of 
a man who once had been des- 

tined to rule Nazi Germany. 

The body was that of Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering, who committed 
suicide by taking poison a short 
while before he was to have led 
10 of his henchmen to the gallows, 

It was inevitably and inescap- 
ably a dramatic moment in the 
course of history. 

The execution chamber and its 
handful of witnesses were waiting 
for Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl and Ar- 
thur Seyss-Inquart, the last of the 
10 Nazi prisoners to be pro- 
nounced dead at the bottom end 
of their tightly-stretched hang- 
ropes. 

Chaplains on Scene, 

Two Army chaplains stood half- 
turned toward the gallows and the 
black canvas curtain at the far 
end of the room, behind which 
rested the remains of eight other 
political and military chieftains of 
the most terrible despotism the 
world has witnessed since me- 
diaeval times. 

The chaplains were reading from 
their prayer-books. 

Suddenly the doors opened and 
the body of what was once the 
great marshal of the Reich, chief 
of the Luftwaffe and bearer of a 
dozen other titles, was brought 
in,

'GOERING IS FIFTH 


KEY NAZI LEADER 
TO TAKE OWN LIFE 


Hitler, Goebbels, Himmier 
and Ley Others Listed 
as Suicide Victims. 


NUERNBERG, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
With the suicide of ‘Hermann 
Goering, five key men of the 
Nazi government have taken their 
own lives to escape punishment 
for their crimes. 

Adolf Hitler, who ted Germany 
into World War II, is believed to 
have killed himself with a pistol 
as Berlin fell in May 1945. 

Joseph Goebbels, his propaganda 
chief, took potassium cyanide in 
the same debacle. 

Heinrich Himmler, Gestapo 
head, crushed a cyanide vial in 
his teeth after the British cap 
tured him that same month.

(Rep.), Ohio, asserted in a speech 
that the Nuernberg verdicts were 
a miscarriage of justice which the 
American . people would § long 
regret, 
Taft centered his criticism on 
the contention that American le- 
gal procedure does not permit 
convictions under a law not in ef- 
fect at the time the crime was 
committed. 


Calls It “Law With Sanction.” 

Without referring directly to 
Taft's criticism, Jackson said one 
of the chief obstacles at the trials 
was “the lack of a beaten path” 
of precedent, but declared: 

“No one can hereafter deny or 
fail to know that the principles on 
Which the Nazi leaders are ad- 
judged to forfeit their lives con- 
stitute law—and law with a sanc- 
tion.” 

Jackson, resigning as the Amer- 
ican chief prosecutor, advised 
that Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, 
his deputy on the prosecution 
staff, is preparing a program of 
prosecutions against representa- 
tives of “all the important seg- 
ments of the Third Reich” includ- 
ing a considerable number of in- 
dustrialists and financiers, lead- 
ing cabinet ministers, top 8.8, and 
police officials and militarists, 
“The unsettled question is by 
what method these should be 
tried,” he continued, 

“The most expeditious method 
of trial and the one that will 
cost the United States the least 
in money and in manpower is 
that each occupying powers as- 
sume responsibility for the trial 
within its own zone of the prison- 
ers in its own custody. 

“Most of these defendants car 
be charged with single and spe- 
cific crimes which will not in- 
volve a repetition: of the whole 
history of the Nazi conspiracy. 
The trials can be conducted in 
two languages instead of four, 
as since all of the judges in any 
one trial would be of a single legal 
system no time would be lost ad- 
justing different systems of pro- 
cedure.” 

Cites Trial’s Importance, 

In summing up his view of wha 
the Nuernberg trial accomplished, 
Jackson said it had put “interna-

Out of their own mouths and 
their own records these men had 
been judged and found guilty. 

It was just seven minutes after 
1 o’clock, European time, when 
American Master Sgt. John C. 
Woods led Joachim von Ribbentrop 
to the foot of the stairs to begin 
the executions. 

Yesterday afternoon, Kingsbury 
Smith (representing the combined 
American press) and I were taken 
on our first tour of the day 
to observe the surroundings in 
which the Nazis lived for almost a 
year, 


Two guards looked us over care- 
fully. They were well armed. 
There were heavy screens to wall 
off the upper tiers so no suicide- 
venturing bigshot could crash on 
the floor below, The seven Nazis 
sentenced to prison terms had 
been moved from the ground 
floor to tiers above. The ground 
floor was the actual death row. 

We were taken into a cell once 
occupied by Adm. Karl Doenitz, 
who escaped with tome years im- 
prisonment, The guard-at-every- 
porthole system was instituted 
after Robert Ley committed sul- 
cide. 

Inside the seven-by-12-foot room 
in the left corner was an iron cot 
fastened to the wall, On it were 
a straw mattress and some 
blankets. A flimsy table and a 
chair completed the equipment. 
Matting covered the floor, Tucked 
away in the right front corner by 
the door was a lavatory. A 2-by- 
4 foot window was covered with 
unbreakable glass. Iron grating 
bars the way to escape, 

The first occupied cell on the 
left was No, 16, Alfred Rosenberg, 
the Nazi philosopher, was the in- 
mate. He was still philosophizing 
and seemed more indifferent to 
the whole surroundings and to his 
fate than he was even before the 
sentence, It’s strange that the 
only atheist in the lot took the 
situation so lightly. He was busy 
working away at his typewriter. 

Next door in No. 15 was 
Frank, the once ‘uncrowned king 
of Poland, Dr. G. M. Gilbert, pris- 
on psychologist, was talking to 
him.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
OPA has a 2500-man army with- 
out a major war to fight, now 
that there is no such thing as 
a meat black market.

OLLOWING ts the text of the letter to President Truman from 
Supreme Court Justice Robert H. Jackson, submitting his report 
as representative of the United States and chief of counsel, Inter- 


national Military Tribunal, Nuernberg, Germany: 


My Dear Mr. President: 


I have the honor to report as to the duties which you delegated to 
me on May 2, 1945, in connection with the prosecution of major Nazi 


war criminals, 
The International Military Tri- 


bunal sitting at Nuernberg, Ger- 


many, on 30 September and 1 Oc- 
tober, 1946, rendered judgment in 
the first international criminal 
assizes in history. 

The tribunal also declared four 
Nazi organizations to have been 
criminal in character. These are: 
The leadership corps of the Nazi 
party; Die Schutzstaffeln, known 
as the 8.8.; Die Sicherheitsdienst, 
known as the 8.D.; and Die Ge- 
heimstaatspolizie, known as the 
Gestapo, or secret statc police. It 
declined to make that finding as 
to Die Sturmabteilung, known as 
the 8.A.; the Reichscabinet, and 
the general staff and high com- 
mand.

On Conduct of Trial. 
As authorized by your executive 
order, it was my policy to borrow 
professional help from govern- 


‘ment departments and agencies so 
jyfar as possible. 


The War Depart- 
ment was the heaviest contributor, 
but many loans were also made 
by the State, Justice, and Navy 
departments and, early, by the 
Office of Strategic Services. All 
have responded generously to my 
requests for assistance. The Unit- 
ed States staff directly engaged on 
the case at Nuernberg, including 
lawyers, secretaries, interpreters, 
translators, and clerical help num- 
bered at its peak 654, 365 being 
civilians and 239 military person- 
nel. British, Soviet and French 
delegations aggregated approxi- 
mately the same number. Nine- 
teen adhering nations also sent 
representatives, which added 30 to 
50 persons to those actively inter- 
ested in the case. The press and 
radio had a maximum of 249 ac- 
credited representatives who re- 
ported the proceedings to all parts 
of the world. During the trial 
over 60,000 visitors’ permits were 


‘issued, but there is a considerable 
‘and unknown amount of duplica- 


tion as a visitor was required to 
have a separate permit for each 
session attended. Guests included 
leading statesmen, jurists, and 
lawyers, military and naval offi- 
cers, writers, and invited repre- 
sentative Germans, 


On the United States fell the 
obligations of host nation at 
Nuernberg. The staffs of all na- 
tions, the press, and visitors were 
provided for by the United States 
Army. It was done in a ruined city 
and among an enemy population. 
Utilities, communications, trans- 
port and housing had  ~»been 
destroyed. The courthouse was 
untenantable until extensively re- 
paired. The Army provided air 
and rail transportation, operated 
a motor pool for local transporta- 
tion, set up local and long dis- 
tance communications service for 
all delegations and the press, and 
billeted all engaged in the work. 
It operated messes and furnished 
food for all, the courthouse cafe- 
teria often serving as many as 
1500 lunches on court days. The 
Jnited States also provided secur- 
ity for prisoners, judges, and 
prosecution, furnished administra- 
tive services, and provided such 
facilities as photostat, mimeo- 
graph, and sound recording. Over 
80,000 photostats, about 50,000,000 
pages of typed matter, and more 
than 4000 record discs were pro- 
duced. The Army also met indi- 
rect requirements such as dispen- 
sary and hospital, shipping, postal, 

ost exchange, and other servicing. 
t was necessary to set up for this 
personnel every facility not only 
for working, but for living as well, 
for the community itself afforded 
nothing. The theater commander 
and his staff, military government 
officials, area commanders and 
their staffs, and troops were 
cordially and tirelessly co-opera- 
tive in meeting our heavy require- 
ments under unusual difficulties 
and had the commendation, not 
only of the American staff, but of 
all others. 

Language Barrier Overcome. 

It is safe to say that no litiga- 
tlon approaching this in magni- 
tude has ever been attempted. I 
trust my pride will be pardgnable 
in pointing out-that this gigantic 
trial was organized and ready to 
start the evidence on Nov. 20, 
1945—less than seven months aft- 
er I was appointed and after the 
surrender of Germany. It ‘was 
concluded in less time than many 
litigations in the regularly estab- 
lished courts of this country 
which proceed in one language in- 
stead of four, If it were not that 
the comparison might be deemed 
invidious, I could cite many anti- 
trust actions, rate cases, original 
cases, in the United States Su- 
preme Court, and other large liti- 
gations that have taken muc 
longer to try. : 


In this connection it should be 
noted that we decided to install 
facilities for simultaneous inter- 
pretation of the proceedings into 
four languages. This was done 
against the advice of professional 
interpreters of the old school that 
it “would not work.” It does 
work, and without it the trial 
could not have been accomplished 
in this time, if at all. To have 
had three successive translations 
of each question, and then three 
of each answer, and to have had 
each speech redelivered'§ three 
times in different languages after 
the first delivery finished, would 
have been an intolerable waste of 
time. The system we used makes 
one almost unaware of the lan- 
guage barrier so rapidly is every 
word made available in each lan- 
guage.

Although my personal under- 
taking is at an end, any report 
would be incomplete and mis- 
leading which failed to take ac- 
count of the General war crimes 
work that remains undone and 
the heavy burden that falls to 
successors in this work. A very 
large number of Germans who 
have participated in the crimes 
remains unpunished, There are 
many industrialists, militarists, 
politicians, diplomats and police 
officials whose guilt does not dif- 
fer from those who have been 
convicted except that their parts 
were at lower levela and have 
been less conspicuous. 


Under your executive order of 
Jan. 16, 1946, the war crimes 
functions devolve upon military 
government upon my retirement. 
At the time this order was 
signed it was agreed between 
military government and myself 
that I would at once name Brig. 
Gen. Telford Taylor as deputy 
in charge of preparing subse- 
quent proceedings, and _ that 
upon my retirement he would 
be named to take over the war 
crimes prosecution on behalf of 
military government.

The unsettled question is by 
what method these should be 
tried. The most expeditious 
method of trial and the one that 
will cost the United States the 
least in money and in manpower 
is that each of the occupying 
powers assume responsibility for 
the trial within its own zone of 
the prisoners in its own custody. 
Most of these defendants can 
be charged with single and spe- 
cific crimes which will not in- 
volve a repetition of the whole 
history of the Nazi conspiracy. 
The trials can be conducted in 
two languages instead of four, 
and since all of the judges in 
any one trial would be of a sin- 
gle legal system no time would 
be lost adjusting different sys- 
tems of procedure, ol 
A four-power, four-language in- 

ternational trial is inevitably the 
slowest and most costly method 
of procedure, The chief purposes 
of this extraordinary and difficult 
method of trial have been largely 
accomplished, as I shall later point 
out. 

There is neither moral nor legal 
obligation on the United States 
to undertake another trial of this 
character. While the internation- 
al agreement makes provision for 
a second trial, minutes of the ne- 
gotiations will show that I was at 
all times candid to the point of 
being blunt in telling the confer- 
ence that the United States would 
expect one trial of the top crim- 
inals to suffice to document the 
war and to establish the princi- 
ples for which we contended, and 
that we would make no commit- 
ment to engage in another. 

It had been suggested by some 
of our allies that another in- 
ternational trial of industrialists 
be held. The United States pro- 
posed to try in the first trial 
not only Alfried Krupp, but sev- 
eral other industrialists and car- 
tel officials, Our proposal was 
defeated by the unanimous vote 
of our three Allies. After in- 
dictmenf, when it appeared that 
the elder Krupp was too ill to be 
tried, the United States immedi- 
ately moved that Alfried Krupp 
be added as a defendAnt and 
tried for the crimes which he 
had committed as chief owner 
and president of the Krupp 
armament works. This was like- 
wise defeated by the combined 
vote of all our allies. Later, the 
Soviet and French joined in a 
motion to include Krupp, but it 
was denied by the tribunal. This 
is not recited in criticism of my 
associates; it was their view 
that the number of defendants 
was already sufficiently large 
and that to add others would 
delay or prolong the trial. How- 
ever, if hey were unwilling to 


a 


take the additional time neces- 
sary to try industrialists in this 
case, it does not create an obli- 
gation @n the United States to 
assume the burdens of a sec- 
ond international trial. 


The quickest and most satis- 
factory results will be obtained, 
in my opinion, from immediate 
commencement of our own cases 
according to plans which Gen, 
Taylor has worked out in the 
event that such is your decision, 
Of course, appropriate notifica- 
tions should be given to the na- 
tions associated with us in the 
first trial. 

Another item of unfinished busi- 
ness concerns the permanent cus- 
tody of captured documents, In 
the hands of the prosecution and 
of various agencies there are large 
numbers of documents in addition 
to those that have been used 

which have not been examined or 
translated but which probably con- 
tain much valuable information. 
These are the property of the 
United States. They should be col- 
lected, classified, and indexed. 
Some of them may hold special 
interest for particular agencies; 
all of them should be available 
ultimately to the public.

The vital question in which 
you and the country are inter- 
ested is whether the results of 
this trial justify this heavy ex- 
penditure of effort. While the 
sentences imposed upon Individ- 
uals hold dramatic interest, and 
while the acquittals, especially 
of Schacht and Von Papen, are 
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regrettable, the “importance of 
this case is not measurable in 
terms of the personal fate of 
any of the defendants who were 
already broken and discredited 
men, We are too close to the 
trial to appraise its long-range 
effects. The only criterion of 
success preséntly applicable is 
the short-range test as to 
whether we have done what we 
set out to do. This was out- 
lined in my report to you on 
June 7, 1945. By this standard 
we have succeeded, 

The importance of the trial 
lies in the principles to which 
the four powers became com- 
mitted by the agreement, by their 
participation in the prosecution, 
and by the judgment rendered by

Says International Authority 
Should Continue Bomb Research 


Details of American Delegation’s Proposals 
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Regulation Presented 


to United Nations Atomic Energy Com-

Control of atomic energy in 
every phase of development, from 
mine to manufactured product, is| 
necessary for effective world su- 
pervision, the report set forth. The 
lengthy document, compiled at the 
direction of Bernard M. Baruch, 
United States representative, de- 
scribed in scrupulous detail varied 
technical measures of protection 
indicated at respective stages 
throughout production of nuclear 


power. 
In conformance with the Baruch 
plan, it is pre-supposed that all 
supervision will be directed by an 
international atomic development 
authority. It is pointed out that 
there is no known peaceful use 
for the explosive quality of the 
bomb. Therefore the bomb must 
be prohibited, but research in 
atomic weapons to enable the au- 
thority to pursue its duties should 
be permitted, the American report 
said, 
Would Need to Know Technique. 


“The authority would need to 
know the technique and basis of 
bomb production in order to con- 
duct proper denaturing and to un- 
derstand fully the dangers of di- 
version and seizure of plants,” the 
report said. “New developments 
in weapons manufacture are by no 
means to be excluded and the au- 
thority must be better informed 
on all possibilities than any indi- 
vidual, nation, 

“Such research is clearly dan- 
gerous and should be carried on 
only by the authority in central 
laboratories so staffed and so Io- 
cated as to afford a minimum of 
advantage to any single nation or 


group of nations in event of geiz- 
ure,”

Dismal Spectacle 


When has there been a sorrier exhibition of 
empty words than is presented by the run of 
comments on President Truman's announcement 
of the lifting of price controls from meat? 

Here was a highly important change in the 


policies governing the national economy. It 


was so important that one of the largest radio 
audiences in history made a point of hearing 
its terms. 

Yet what are the comments? 

Let’s start off with Elliott Roosevelt. He is 
the author of a widely noticed new book, ‘“‘As He 
Saw It,” which essays to tell the inside of his- 
toric meetings that he attended with his father, 
the late President. He rises to the occasion by 
saying: | 

You'll see bread at $15 a loaf. This is the 
beginning of the end. I am disappointed. 


Three sentences. After the first two, the 
third comes as such an anti-climax as to make 
this comment unconscious humor and nothing 
more. , 

In Missouri, Senator Briggs says profoundly 
that the President took “a courageous stand to 
solve a vexing problem,” while Enos Axtell, 
tapped by the Democratic organization to suc- 
ceed Representative Roger Slaughter of Kansas 
City, makes the forthright observation: 

I am, of course, behind the President 100 
per cent in any step he takes for the good 
of the nation. 

How do the Republicans perform in this hour 
of their seeming ascendancy? Here is Carroll 
Reece, chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee: 

It’s too late. The damage has already 

been done. Truman is locking the barn 
door after the horse has already been taken 
to the butcher shop. 

Mr. Reece's post is a highly political one and 
traditionally it is the job of his office to do 
what it can to embarrass the party in power. 
But even after full allowance is made for politi- 
cal considerations, such a remark as this does 
He knows better and 
he is capable of better. 

Senator Taft, one of the designers of the in- 
adequate price control measure which was voted 
after OPA's expiration, smiles broadly and 
says egotistically: “It is what I have been urging 
all along!” 

Representative Brown of Ohio, congressional 
campaign director for the Republican National 
Committee, finds the occasion one for wise- 
cracking. Here is his offering: 

It demonstrates Mr. Truman's unerring 
ability to do the right thing too late. In my 
opinion, the American people have had 
enough of the “on-again-off-again Hanne- 
gan” administration. And after Nov. 5, it 
will be “off-again”—permanently. 

Even Harold Stassen, whose utterances usu- 
ally stand out for their good sense among the 
partisan remarks of office seekers, fails to 
rise above the general political hue and cry. 

Opening the Republican campaign in St. Louis 
he delivers himself of so meaningless a gener- 
ality as this: 

We need to apply the fundamental prin- 
ciples of America to our immediate prob- 
lems. We must establish controls that can 


be policed by the people themselves, the 
kind that fit the American system. 


Only a few of the comments give evidence 
of even a serious reception of the end of meat 
price controls. Former Mayor LaGuardia makes 
the cogent observation that if inflation comes it 
will bring “more restrictions than are now im- 
posed,” 

But on the whole the comments are empty and 
meaningless—just so many words. 

To repeat what the Post-Dispatch said yester- 
day, there is blame enough to go around and 
room for charges and counter-charges of stupid- 
ity and greed, The record on both sides shows 
it and both parties know it. 

Is it too much to hope that in a time like this, 
the ambition to be elected might be tempered 
with higher considerations? 

Would it hurt campaigners on either side to 
stand above the low level of partisan politics now 
and then? 

Would it not be a refreshing experience which 
voters would welcome? 

No one expects all politics to be abandoned in 
the midst of a political campaign. That would 
be utterly unrealistic. But calm, reasoned an- 
alysis of public problems, with thoughtful pro- 
posals for their solution, also has its place. To 
omit it is to reduce an election to a scramble 
for office. 
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No Soap! 

The scarcity of margarine and soap has an 
ironic twist for several million Americans who 
saw service in the Pacific with the Army, Navy 
and Air Forces. ‘After redeeming all those mil- 
lions of acres of coconut plantations for Lever 
Bros. et al,, the GI should have a right to a 
regular ration of oleomargarine and palm oil 
soap. 


The United States is currently engaged in 
what appears to be a losing campaign to per- 
suade the Russians that lend-lease was not give- 


grant. 
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An Unqualified Disavowal 

The Institute of Life Insurance, which repre- 
sents most of the large companies in the indus- 
try, has issued an unqualified disavowal of any 
relationship with the Life Insurance Policyhold- 
ers’ Protective Association, which is trying to 
make the country safe for conservative Republi- 
can candidates in next month's election. 

Holgar Johnson, president of the Institute of 
Life Insurance, says: “At no time has it (the 
‘Protective Association’) had the support or en- 
couragement of important life insurance leaders. 
In fact, the life insurance business has had to 
disavow any affiliation with this group... or 
the Committee to Defend Life Insurance and 
Savings, under which name this association was 
started.” 

Mr, Johnson plainly implies that the insur- 
ance men who predominate on the board of Pol- 
icyholders’ Protective Association are small fry 
who foolishly let themselves be roped into a 
project which “important life insurance leaders” 
wouldn't touch. 

When the story of the “Protective Association” 
was first published, the Post-Dispatch said that 
behind it, “apparently, are the insurance com- 
panies themselves,” and we commented that this 
seemed rank ingratitude for an industry which 
received so much help from the New Deal in

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Justice Comes of Age 

The world is a cleaner and better place to- 
day. It is no longer sullied by 11 of the most 
vicious and despicable criminals who ever be- 
meaned it. Goering is dead, Von Ribbentrop and 
Keitel, Jodl and Kaltenbrunner, Rosenberg, 
Sauckel and Frank and Frick, Streicher and 
Seyss-Inquart. In their execution the civilized 


world community has served notice on all would- 


be cutthroats, pillagers and genocides: Justice is 
big enough, now, to reach the biggest criminal. 
International justice has come of age. 

Some of the Nazi criminals who held life so 
cheaply when it was that of millions of others 
came to entertain more than a little squeamish- 
ness about it when it was to be their own. Hit- 
ler was too much of a coward to face it. So were 
Goebbels,*Himmler and Ley. So, when it came 
right to the point, was Goering. They all com- 
mitted suicide, taking the craven’s way out. 

Perhaps Keitel, walking erect to his death, 
Von Ribbentrop, crying clearly “God save Ger- 
many!", Streicher shouting the last pointless 
“Heil Hitler!”,;. perhaps these men in the way 
they met doom may appear admirable to those 
of their fellow-Germans who are avid for na- 
tional hero-worship. 

But for all their pretensions to human dignity, 
what was there of it about these men in whose 
minds and deeds humankind was bestialized to 
something lower than the simian? What is there 


heroic about men who could send races and na- 


tions to horrible death as casually and matter- 
of-factly as if they were doing something it is 
fit for men to do—and whose only feelings of 
pity were toward their own miserable skins? 

The Nazi murderers are gone. It is good rid- 
dance. Millions who are dead would be alive 
today, millions who are in want would be secure, 
and heaps of ruins would be proud cities still 
if justice had overtaken these conscienceless 
gangsters 13 years ago when it came due. Though 
late, justice has been done to them, Let any 
who would ape their crimes take note. 
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Millions stayed away from the polls in the 
French plebiscite on the Constitution. This 
should remove all possible doubt that the French 
continue to subscribe to the American-type 


democracy. 
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Poor Boston! 

For the Cabots and the Lowells Boston may 
be “the hub of the universe,” but for the St. 
Louls Cardinals it is just a whistle stop. Breath- 
ing fire and brimstone, Ted Williams, the “sec- 
ond Ty Cobb,” “Boo” Ferriss, the undefeatable, 
and the rest of the glamorous crew bore down 
from haughty New England to put the Gas House 
Gang in their place, and incidentally win for 
Boston its first world series pennant in 28 years. 

But alas, poor Yawkey, and alas, poor York! 
The vista of the years will tell how much longer 
they will have to wait. Forever, presumably, if 
the Redbirds keep the stout fighting heart they 
showed in this campaign. 

The Cardinals were never ahead in the series 
until the end of the fifth inning of the seventh 
game—~and they had to win the game again after 
the Red Sox came back and tied the score in 
the eighth. 

And finally the winning score was tallied for 
the very reason that the boys from Boston un- 
derestimated their opposition. Taking the relay

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No Right to Destroy 


It will not do to ane without limitation 
that any group of individuals may legally 
combine to do acts which will destroy the 
business of another, merely because the 
elimination of that other will better their 
condition in life, hours of work and in- 
come, 

This is sound doctrine and the Missouri Su- 
preme Court did a good day’s work in enunclat- 
ing it yesterday when it barred the Milk Drivers’ 
Union in Kansas City from interfering with the 
receiving and processing of milk brought in by 
contract haulers who are not members of the 
union, 

The union’s attorneys conceded that the safe- 
guards of the Norris-LaGuardia Anti-Injunction 
Act and of the National Labor Relations Act do 
not apply in the case, but asked the court to 
rule with the union “as a matter of public 


policy.” 


As a matter of public policy, Congress has 
given labor unions, including the milk drivers, 
broad safeguards in collective bargaining. But 
it has not given them a free hand to monopolize 
every phase of an industry, including the right 
to dictate who shall and shall not haul milk from 
the dairy barn to the big city pasteurizing plant. 

In New York and many another large city, the 
Teamsters’ Union has grabbed control of a large 
part of truck commerce, even to requiring that 
incoming trucks shall be met outside the city 
and taken over from drivers perfectly able and 
willing to take them on to their destination. 
This unfairly penalizes commerce and the public, 
and opens the way for the life of a city to be 
disrupted as life in New York has been now for 
a month by a truck drivers’ strike. ; 

The Missouri Supreme Court is right when it 
says No to a union innovation which might open 
the way for similar tyranny in this State.

Nazi leaders were fairly tried for. supreme crime of war making, 
religious weekly says; editorial finds sufficient bdsis in Kellogg 
Pact, which Germany signed; while world will not be saved by 
Nuernberg verdict, it gives statesmen a potent instrument for peace. 


From the Christian Century 


They could have been shot down on the 
spot where they were captured. But civi- 
lized mankind revolted at the desecration 
of human dignity by the horrible manner 
in which Mussolini met his fate—not the 
dignity of Mussolini, but of mankind itself 
which was robbed of its right to determine 
and execute justice in his case. 


They could have been set at liberty, as 
war-makers have always been, under the 
protection of the sovereign state which was 
above all law. But this, in Mr. Justice 
Jackson's words, “would mock the dead and 
make cynics of the living.” They could have 
been exiled, as were Napoleon and Wilhelm 
II, and allowed to live the rest of their 
days in comfortable restraint. But the 
stomach of mankind could not tolerate their 
continued presence in a civilized world, 

The Nazi iminals could have been 
summarily executed or otherwise punished 
under the scant formalities of martial law. 
But such a course “would not set easily on 
the American conscience or be remembered 
by our children with pride.” 


A New Voice In History 


They could have been tried under Ger- 
man law in a German court on charges of 
particular murders or atrocities. But the 
soul of civilization, of humanity itself, cried 
out for a chance to render its judgment 
upon the men whose crimes could not be 
measured in such terms as “murder” or 


“atrocity,” vast as, in this case, these crimes 


were, 

For the first time in history, the voice 
of civilization, of humanity, found a way 
to make itself heard in an international 
court of law, This is the profound signifi- 
cance of the Nuernberg trials, The Nazi 
leaders were tried for the supreme crime, 
the vast, massive and all-inclusive crime 
—the crime of deliberately plotting, foment- 
ing and launching an aggressive war, 

They were given a fair trial. The de- 
fense witnesses outnumbered those of the 
prosecution by two to one, For 10 months, 
under great public impatience, their trial 


went on. Each individual case was consid. 


ered separately and the sentences were pra 
nounced upon each one in accordance with 
the evidence. The justice of the verdict is 
accepted by the world, save for some divi 
sion of opinion as to the innocence of the 
three who were acquitted. 


Never before had the conscience of civi- 
lization found itself implemented with a 
legal instrumentality by which it could ren- 
der its judgment upon the makers of war. 


Never had international law been invoked 
to condemn a sovereign state for waging 
war and to hold guilty those who were re- 
sponsible for plunging the state into war, 


The Irrelevant Critics 


Critics of the Nuernberg trial allow their 
judgment to be warped by considerations 
which eclipse for them the significance of 
the thing done. They bring forward vari- 
ous strictures, some of them partially true, 
others true enough, still others not true at 
all, but all of them irrelevant in the light 
of the thing done, 

The court is criticized because it was con- 
stituted by jurists representing the victor 
powers. It would, indeed, have “looked 
better” had a representative of a neutral 
nation been invited to sit on the court. 
But the critics fail to name a neutral na- 
tion in good standing from which a jurist 
could be drawn, By “good standing” is 


meant one politically or legally recognized. 
Sweden, Switzerland and Turkey are not 
even yet members of the United Nations. 


Another criticism is based on the theory 
that the Pact of Paris was not legally ef- 
fective because it carried no specific penal- 
ty. It is charged that the court in adopt- 
ing the pact as law was making its own 
law and that the defendants were there- 
fore being tried by an ex post facto law, 
a procedure which our own Conatitution 
specifically forbids, as do also the juridical 
systems of most enlightened nations, If this 
were true, it would, of course, invalidate 


. the fundamental and most vital count in 


the indictment. But it is not true. 


Germany’s Broken Pledge 


When the Nazis came to power, war had 
already been outlawed for five years. Ger- 
many had been a signatory to the Kellogg 
Pact. No defendant at the trial pleaded 
his ignorance of the fact that Germany 
herself had renounced war and given a 
pledge to all the nations never to resort 
to it as an instrument of policy, and that 
this pledge was given in consideration of 
the same pledges made to Germany by all 
the other nations of the world, This is 
law, international law, made in the only 
way an international law can be made at 
this stage of civilization, namely, by volun- 
tary international agreement. 


The most insistent criticism of the trial 
is the charge of inconsistency and hypoc- 
risy on the part of the court and the prose- 
cution, The trial was indeed shot through 
with hypocrisy. But it was not all hypoc- 
risy! The nations represented on the court 
are not totally depraved, even though, in 
varying degrees, they are all guilty. Their 
action was also shot through with a sense 
of moral and legal responsibility to do jus- 
tice. This cannot be denied. To deny it 
is to cut the ground from under any at- 
tempt whatever to build a world order of 
justice and peace. 


Beginning of World Law 


The only relevant questions we have a. 


right to ask are these: Was justice done? 
Was the trial fair? Did the accused vio- 
late the law as charged in the indictment? 
Was the verdict justified by the evidence? 
If these questions are answered affirma- 
tively, as we believe they must be, the 
Nuernberg trial will stand out in history 
as the first implementation of world law 
against the ancient claim of the sovereign 
state to be above all law. 

The world will not be saved by the out- 
lawry of war alone. But the outlawry of 
war, as now advanced to a new status by 
the precedent established at Nuernberg, 
puts into the hands of statesmen and their 
peoples a powerful instrument whose poten- 
cy, if used, should revive in hearts that are 
faint with despair, hope and some measure 
of that idealism and purpose which the 
frustrations of these years and the fears 
arising from a precarious peace seem to 
mock,

Books vary in the pace at inc they 
may be read and enjoyed. Here is a col- 
lection of 31 animal tales which should be 
read and savoured slowly to give the fullest 
pleasure. 

The tales, representing both fact and fic- 
tion, have been carefully selected from the 
extensive animal literature to represent the 
zoogeographic regions of the world and yet, 
at the same time, to measure up to liter+ 
ary and aesthetic standards. Each selec- 
tion is introduced by the editor, Ivan San- 
derson, with a prologie which describes the 
natural history of the area and gives « 
brief biography of te author of the selec- 
tion. Each is illustrated with a brush drawe- 
ing of the principal animal character por- 
trayed therein, alsd by Sanderson. 

Many notable animal writers and asci- 
entists are represented in the selections, 
writing on a great variety of animal life: 
Wallace, who brought the first living birds 
of paradise to Europe, writing of his first 
observations of birds of paradise in the 
New Guinea area; Beebe, describing his 
descent into the tropical sea in the Bathy- 
sphere; Fabre, writing with incredibly de- 
tailed observation and understanding te 
lives of scorpions observed in the Mediter- 
ranean basin; Kearton relating in a semi- 
humorous fashion his studies of penguins 
made on an island off the coast of South 
Africa to which 5,000,000 penguing return 
from the ocean to nest. 

There are others, too, writing interpre- 
tive fiction with a depth of. insight that 
could only have been attained after an in- 
timate study of the habits and ways of life 
of their subjects. \ 

In this group is the delightful ion 
about “Edward,” a koala bear, by Ambrose 
Pratt, and excerpts from “Cranes Flying 
South,” by Karazin, the story of cranes mi- 
grating from their summer home in the 
marshes of Russia, written from the point 
of view of a young crane making its first 
migratory flight. This is a selection which 
has whetted the reviewer's appetite to read 
the book in full in order to complete the 
journey to the winter home of the birds 
on the lakes of East Africa.

Why Mr. Byrnes Has Failed 


R. BYRNES and his associates, Senators Vandenberg and Con- 
nally, have not failed because they lacked patience, firmness, 

| sincerity and idealism, but because they have been trying to do 
the impossible. They have been trying by force of argument to induce 
the Soviet Union to yield power and influence in the territory which 


the Red Army has occupied, 
That has been their first objec- 
tive in the campaign to settle the 


giobal war, They have not 
achieved this objective, and it was 
self-evident from the outset that 
they could not achieve it, that 
they could not argue the Russians 
out of their conquests. 

What is more, Mr. Byrnes’s con- 
centration on this narrow objec- 
tive was bound to deepen the divi- 
sion between East and West. For 
he has devoted more than a year 
of the postwar era to challenging 
the Soviet Union where it is 
strongest and we are weakest, 
where we had the least to offer, 
and the Russians had, in their 
view the most to lose. 


Poor Bargaining. 


The only way that the Russian 
power in Eastern Europe can be 
reduced is as part of a general 
world settlement. For in a general 
settlement the vast, rich, and vital 
areas of the world which the west- 
ern powerf control would be in 
the balance with the area which 
Russia controls. In our areas we 
have the power to act, the power 
to induce, the power to compel. 


In restricting the Peace Confer- 
@nce to the area which Russia 
controls entirely, and to two or 
three points like Trieste, which 
Russian power touches immedi- 
ately, we were renouncing the 
very idea of a global or “one 
world” settlement. The basis of a 
negotiation was not there. Mr. 
Byrnes had nothing to bargain 
with; he could not force the Rus- 
gians to yield, since he lacked 
military power in that area, and 
he could not persuade them to 
yield, since he had nothing to 
offer them elsewhere except the 
good opinion of their allies. 

When Roosevelt anf Churchill 
‘dealt with Stalin in Eastern Euv- 
rope, they never imagined that 
they could achieve their ends ex- 
/ cept in connection with settle- 
ments that covered a much wider 
area, The Yalta agreement about 
Eastern Europe, which Mr. 
Byrnes has been trying to enforce 
for more than a year, was one 
among many agreements touching 
all the issues of the global war. 


Shift in Strategy. 


The fundamental departure of 
Mr. Byrnes fr President Roose- 
velt's conception of the peace- 
making has been in separating, 
isolating, and therefore over-em- 
phasizing, this one region, where 
the Soviets are strongest and the 
mont stubborn, we the feeblest 
and the most ineffectual. 

Mr. Byrnes has been trying to 
settle a world war, having ex- 
cluded from the negotiations 
Japen and Eastern Asia, the 
frontier of Germany and its form 
of government, the Japanese co- 
lonial empire in the Pacific, the 
Italian ¢olonial empire in Africa. 
How could we have made any 
progress toward one world or 
even one Europe, when we have 
dedicated a year to talking solely 
about one special part of it? 


which were excluded from the 
peace-making but are under West- 
ern power or influence, we have 
neglected to use our power and 
influence, If we could not or 
would not negotiate about them 
with the Russians, what was there 
to prevent us from organizing 
them in the structure of the world 
as we believe it should be? 


No Progress Anywhere. 


If Germany was not to be dis- 
cussed at the Peace Conference, 
the: at least we could have 
reached agreement with the Brit- 
ish, the French, the Belgians, and 
the Dutch about the western bor- 
derlands of Germany, and about 
the constitutional structure of 
Germany in the western zones. 


But we were apparently too 
preoccupied with Trieste to think 
seriously about Hamburg, too in- 
terested in the Danube to think 
avout the Rhine, too anxious to 
make a treaty about Romania and 
her oil to make up our minds 
about the Ruhr. 


T* we could. not or would not 
negotiate the colonial problems, 
we could at least have made up 
our minds what we proposed to 
do about the Italian, the Japanese, 
and the former German colonies. 
To have done some of these things 
would not have produced a global 
settlement. But it would have 
improved enormously our political 
and moral position when we got 
around to a global settlement. 


Courting the Germans. 


If all that could be said of the 
strategical plan of our peace- 
making is that it did not accom- 
plish anything In eastern Europe, 
it might not be so bad. But there 


ceeds on the course he has been 
taking. In Eastern Europe the 
alignment has been consolidated 
and sharpened by the insistence 
of our délegation that everything 
be staked on narrow issues, and 
that every nation should stand up 
publicly and be counted for the 
Russians or against them;

End of a Dynasty. 


La Follette’s defeat marked the 
end of Progressivism in the State.

It was a native radical move- 
ment, getting its original drive 
from the fiery spirit of the elder 
la Follette, “Fighting Bob.” It 
owed nothing to any foreign 
ideology, whether Socialist, Com- 
munist or whatever.

SINGHER SONG RECITAL 
APLEASURE 10 HEAR’ 


French Baritone Demonstrates 
Mastery as Civic Music 
League Opens Season.

The Civic Music League opened 
its season last night in Kiel Audi- 
torlum by presenting Martial 
Singher, French baritone, in a 
song recital. Mr, Singher’s per- 
formance last year in the same 
series was enough to demonstrate 
his discrimination as an artist 
and his complete mastery of all 
his vocal resources. This impres- 
sion was renewed last night. 
The program was divided into 
a seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury group, a selection of Schu- 


bert lieder, two operatic arias, 
three French songs, three gypsy 
songs by Dvorak and a conclud- 
ing American song ty George Pos- 
ford, Each number was presented 
with a consummate care that sug- 
gested a thorough assimilation of 
the meaning of each text. The in- 
flection of the phrase was so pre- 
cise that the listener, at the énd 
of the concert, could recall no in- 
stance of a misplaced accent, of 
a note held too long or of an in- 
appropriate rise or fall in volume. 
Carissimi’s “Vittoria” and Cac- 
cini's “Amerilli” had a classic ele- 
gance and Agamemnon’s aria 
from “Iphigenie en Aulide” by 
Gluck though it had a sufficient 
dramatic contrast was also charac- 
terized chiefly by its balanced and 
rounded effect. Of the five songs 
by Schubert, the. extremely diffi- 
cult “Der Doppelgaenger” was the 
most penetrating and the most 
atmospheric, The familiar “Erl- 
koenig"” was disappointing. 
three characters in this remark- 
able thumbnail lyrical drama were 
well differentiated but Mr. Sing- 
her somehow failed to create any 
tension or distil any sense of ter- 


r. 
All in all the recital was a won- 
derful demonstration of the sing- 
er's art. It was a pleasure to hear 
a voice so thoroughly disciplined 
and a style that was so discrim- 
inatingly adapted to the neces- 
sities of every song. These qual- 
ities, however, had their defects 
in that one never had a feeling 
of being carried away emotionally. 
In part, this may. be attributed 
to the voice itself which is not 
particularly sympathetic. In part, 
too, his intellectual mastery was 
too predominating. 

Mr. Singher was well received 
by a crowded house. He was ably 
accompanied by Paul Ulanowsky.

EQUALITY FOR SOUTH 
URGED BY ARNALL 


Here, Calls for Decentral- 
ized Industry. 


The South wants to be “re- 
admitted to the Union’ on the 
basis of full fellowship and full 
equality, Gov. Ellis Arnall 
Georgia asserted here last night. 

The Georgia governor, who has 
attracted national attention by 
his fight against the Ku Klux 
Klan, déiivered a Washington 
University Association lecture at 
Soldan High School, 

Freight rate equality for which 
Georgia is fighting in the courts 
would promote the economic well- 
being of the entire nation, he said. 

“We need to decentralize indus- 
try, sow it all over the country,” 
he continued. “All I ask for the 
South and the West is an equal 
opportunity to turn our natural 
resources into manufactured 
goods. Then if we cannot com- 
pete, we do not deserve to sur- 
vive.” 

He termed the South and Wear 
“the greatest frontiers In our his- 
tory—underpopulated, under,ndus- 
trialized, crying for goods, serv- 
ices and materials and possessing 
the men and women willing to 
join in the race for jobs.” 

The tourist trade, one of the 
greatest of the service industries, 
should be developed in the South, 
Gov. ‘Arnall said, declaring “There 
is an old saying in Georgia that 
it is much easier to pick a tourist 
than to pick cotton.” 

He called for federal aid in pro- 
viding adequate medical facilities 
for all, and asserted this did not 
mean he was advocating socialized 
medicine.’ 

“The Federal Government s 
not encroached on states’ righta,” 
he contended, “The states merely 
abandoned their rights to the Fed- 
eral Government, The states did 
not measure up to their responsi- 
bilities, They did not perform the 
services the people wanted, s0 
the Federal Government took 
over, 

“States and local governments 
can be revitalized any time they 
measure up to and do the job de- 
manded of them, States can do 
things; so can local governments,” 

By way of illustration, he re- 
cited accomplishments of his own 
four-year administration in abol- 
ishing the poll tax, instituting 
penal reforms, enabling soldiers 
to vote and reducing the general 
voting age to 18, 

In expressing his support for 
the United Nations, he insisted 
that neither large military forces 
nor atomic bombs will solve the 
problem of war. 

“We must eradicate the causes 
of war rather than deal with prep- 
arations for war,” he said. “To 
do this we must realize that gov- 
ernments of the world are made 
up of human beings and that we 
must deal with those people. To

Inspections, however, should be 
carried out with discrimination to 
avoid antagonizing a nation or its 
citizens, the report said, 

“Direct inspection should not be 
used indiscriminately, because of 
the risk of antagonizing a nation 
or its citizens,” the report said. 
“The need for a particular investi- 
gation of this type should be de- 
monstrable, and the methods of in- 
spection to be employed should be 
chosen with a view to minimizing 
resentment, 

“Care must be taken to inspect 
only so far as necessary to con- 
firm or disprove suspicions. In 
some cases inspection of receiving 
and shipping rooms and platforms 
might be sufficient. In other cases 
a thorough inspection, including 
taking samples from processes, 
might be necessary. 

“In all cases the right of na- 
tionals and industries should be 
observed to the greatest possible 
extent consistent with fulfillment 
of the functions of the authority.”

BILL FOR FUNDS FOR LIBRARY, 


FORESTRY, AIRPORT AID SIGNED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 16 
(AP)—Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
signed a bill yesterday to supply 
funds for Missouri's first forestry 
act, aid to local airports, hospital 
planning and library aid. Some 
of the projects already are under 


way. 
The biggest single item in the 
$884,353 bill was $250,000 for state 
aid to local war memorial airports. 
The fund is designed to provide 
state aid up to $10,000 for buying 
airport sites and developing them, 
with loca] sources matching the 
amount. The total of state and 
local funds also would be matched 
by Federal funds from Missouri's 
$789,000 share of Federal money 
available now, 
The forestry fund of $10,000 to 
the State Conservation Commis- 
sion implements a broad new law 
giving Missouri its first state-wide 
legal control over wooded areas. 
The money will be used to pay 
counties 2 cents per acre for 
every acre of privately owned land 
classified as forest cropland and 
4 cents an acre for state-owned 
tracts designated as forest crop- 
d 


A state-wide hospital survey was 


made possible by the appropria- 
tion of $5000 to pay the state's 
share of the cost. An additional 
$79,679 of Federal money is avail- 
able for the first year of planning 
and surveys, 

State aid to libraries was fi- 
nanced by a $212,000 allotment 
which included $12,000 to the state 
librarian for administrative ex- 
penses. 


FRISCO NEGRO PORTER SUIT 
TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT 


United States District Judge 
Richard M. Duncan late yester- 
day took under advisement the 
suit to enjoin the Frisco Railroad 
from discharging more than 100 
Negro employes and replacing 
them with white union workers, 
following completion of a hearing 
yesterday. 

Testimony showed that dismissal 
notices were sent last March to 
the Negroes, who serve as brake- 
men and passenger car cleaners, 
after the railroad entered into an 
agreement with the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen to provide 
all white crews on its trains, The 
dismissals were blocked by a tem- 
porary restraining order. 

J. A. Rash of Cleveland, O., 
deputy president of the trainmen’s 


brotherhood, testified the union 
has a provision barring Negroes 
from membership, which is in 
force except in states where such 
a rule is prohibited by statute. 
He asserted on cross-examination 
that he did not know of a single 
Negro member in the brotherhood. 

The Negro employes, classified 
as porters, contend they are actu- 
ally -“second class brakemen,”’ 
doing the same work as white 
brakemen, but having the addi- 
tion duty of cleaning cars, 


Bneeze Kills Man, 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Oct. 16 
(UP)—Edward F. Burton, a rail- 
road employé, died yesterday of a 
sneeze which burst a blood vessel, 


Coroner Edwin Gonzhors report- 
ed. Burton was 61 years old, 
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“glowing patriots,” their admitted 
crimes of violence and mean- 
ness, of greed and graft, leave 
no ground for future admiration 
of their characters and their fate 
leaves no incentive to emulation 
of their examples. 


6. It has been well said that this 
trial is the world's first post- 
mortem examination of a totali- 
tarian regime. In this trial, the 
Nazis themselves with Machiavel- 
lian shamelessness exposed their 
methods of subverting people’s lib- 
erties and establishing their dic- 
tatorship. The record is a merci- 
less expose of the cruel and sordid 
methods by which a militant mi- 
nority seized power, suppressed 
opposition, set up secret. political 
police and concentration ‘camps. 
They resorted to legal devices 
such as “protective custody,” 
which Goering frankly said meant 
the arrest of people not because 
they had committed any crime but 
because of acts it was suspected 
they might commit if left at lib- 
erty. They destroyed all judicial 
remedies for the citizen and all 
protections against terrorism. The 
record discloses the early symp- 
toms of dictatorship and shows 
that it is only in its incipient 
stages that it can be brought un- 
der control. And the testimony 
records the German example that 
the destruction of opposition pro- 
duces eventual deterioration in the 
government that does it. By pro- 
gressive intolere’ce a dictatorship 
by its very nature becomes so ar- 
bitrary that it cannot tolerate 
opposition, even when it consists 
merely of the correction of mis- 
information or the communication 
to its highest officers of unwel- 
come intelligence. It was really 
the recoil of the Nazi blows at 
liberty that destroyed the Nazi 
regime, They struck down free- 
dom of speech and press and other 
freedoms which pass as ordinary 
civil rights with us, so thoroughly 
that not even its highest officers 
dared to warn the people or the 
fifehrer that they were taking the 
road to destruction. The Nuern- 
berg trial has put that handwrit- 
ing on the wall for the oppressor 
as well as the oppressed to read. 
Standards of Oonduct Set. 
Of course, it would be extrava- 
gant to claim that agreements or 
trials of this character can make 
aggressive war or persecution of 
minorities impossible, just as it 
would be extravagant to claim 
that our federal laws make fed- 
eral crime impossible. But we 
cannot doubt that they strengthen 
the bulwarks of peace and toler- 
ance. The four nations thre 
their prosecutors and through 
their representatives on the tri- 
bunal, have enunciated standards 
of conduct which bring new hope 
to men of good will and from 
which future statesmen. will not 
lightly depart. These standards by 
which the Germans have been con- 
demned will become the condem- 
nation of any nation that is faith- 
to them. : 
ee agreement and this 
trial we have put international 
law squarely on the side of 
peace as against aggressive war- 
fare, and on the side of human- 
ity as against persecution. In 
the present depressing world 
outlook it is possible that the 

Nuernberg trial may constitute 
the most important moral ad- 
vance to grow out of this war.

“WHAT I MEAN is that today we know the 
ecientific reasons behind a lot of the things that 
some farmers have always known by instinct. 
Farming today doesn't have to be the hit-or-miss 


proposition that it has been in this country of 
ours for a good many generations, We've known 


for a long time that over-cropping and over-graz- 
ing were mighty poor farm practices and would, 
in the long run, bankrupt any farmer. But only 
in the last few years have we come to realize 


that the soil erosion brought about by these prac- 
tices is probably the biggest cause of declining 
soil fertility. Some farmers won't see that-—in 
fact, they can't sbe the topsoil washing off their 
land until the ditches have gotten deep and most 
of that soil has gone down-hill into the streams. 
By that time it is too late. Either the farm is 
gone or it is going to require a long and ex- 
pensive process of rebuilding.

He likes a seat near the front of the 
theater, or at least not more than half way back, but I say it 
is easier on the eyes to sit toward the rear. Assuming that 
we have normal vision, is it easier on the eyes for us to sit in 
the front or the rear of the theater? We'd like to settle this 
argument scientifically, if possible, What do you advise, Dr. 
Crane?”

IF WE AGREE to aI assumption that her vision 
and that of her husband are normal, then we can cite the inter- 
esting data which Professors Ferree and Rand obtained from 
an investigation regarding the effects of the movies upon visual 
fatigue. They found that when their subjects sat 25 feet from 
the movie screen, there was a 50% loss in visual efficiency. If 
the observers sat at a distance of 48 feet from the screen, then 
the loss in visual efficiency was approximately 40%, while 
those who sat at a distance of 71 feet suffered only a 30% loss. 
As a rule, therefore, the farther away from the movie screen, 
the less strain and fatigue our eyes suffer, unless we are really 
nearsighted. At close range, the movements on the screen 
cause a disproportionate adaptive strain. We can roughly ap- 
preciate this effect by noticing the feeling of fatigue when we 
focus upon the fence posts along the railroad track while we 
are riding on the train, in contrast to distant trees.

THESE SAME INVESTIGATORS found that after sitting 
through an average movie, we show a considerable loss in visual 
efficiency. But contrary to popular opinion, this loss is only 
about the same as if we had been reading clear print for an 
equal length of time under ordinary artificial illumination. 
Boys and girls, however, will usually select the front rows, if 
these are available, and eagerly sit through two full shows, so 
the eyestrain is rather great, The resulting excessive fatigue 
often makes them irritable. However, some people are near- 
sighted, so they suffer less fatigue by being closer to the screen 
than if they were half way back or on the rear rows. Con- 
versely, the far-sighted persons naturally prefer the rear rows, 
and grow nervous or jittery if they are seated near:the front,

T’S not necessary at all to pre- 
[pare a salad and a dessert 

everytime we serve luncheon or 
dinner provided the rest of the 
mea’ supplies all of the nutrients 
needed, In fact, when one has 
prepared an especially delicious 
desser: with the aim of getting an 
enthusiastic response from the 
family, the purpose is defeated if 
everybody is already filled up on 
some specially luscious salad, And 
the same rule applies when our 
center of interest is on the salad. 
Sometimes, we can even combine 
the salad and the dessert In a very 
happy way and that is what we 
have done today. The clubs of let- 
tuce and the dressing play the 
role of salad and the pears, cheese 
and gingersnaps take the dessert 
part. 

Snappy Ginger Pear Salad. 

Ono dozen gingersnaps, two 
three-ounce packages cream 
cheese, two oi three tablespoons 
heavy cream, one head crisp let- 
tuce, eight canned or fresh pear 
halves, celery seed dressing. 

Lay gingersnaps on a 24-inch 
length of waxed paper, fold half 
the paper back over cookies and 
crush medium fine with rolling 
pin. Cream the cheese with two 
tablespoons of the cream, add the 
cookie crumbs and fold together 
gently. If mixture is too stiff to 
form soft mounds, stir in rest of 
cream. carefully. Trim lettuce 
head and cut into four crosswise 
slices. Lay on ‘alad plates and on 
this arrange the pear halves. 
Heap the cheese mixture in hol- 
lows of pears, doing the work 
spontaneously and quickly, Serve 
immediately at table with the 
chille’ dressing. Four large 
servings. 

Celery Seed Fruit Dressing. 

One half cup sugar, two table- 
spoons flour, one teaspoon pap- 
rika, one quarter cup vinegar, 
one quarter cup canned pear juice, 
one half teaspoon grated onion, 
one teaspoon salt, three quarters 
cup salad oil, one teaspoon celery 
seed, boiling water. 

Mix sugar, flour and paprika 
thoroughly. Blend in vinegar and 
pear juice. Place over low heat 
\ and cook until t’.ick, striring con- 
astantly to keep smooth, Add 
onion and salt. Cool, Gradually 
add the oil, beating with a rotary 
beater until all the oi] is added 
and thoroughly blended in. Pour 
boiling water over the celery seed 
and let stand for one-half minutee, 
Thoroughly drain off water and 
add seed to salad dressing. Mix 
well, Chill and serve, Makes one 
and one half cupfuls.

Boil the~salsify until it Is 
tender. From 20 to 30 minutes 
is about right, depending on the 
size and toughness of the roots, 
Just before it is done, add some 
celery salt or celery seeds, a little 
butter and flour rubbed together 
and a good dash of salt.

Doctor on 
Causes of 
Dizziness 


By Herman N. Bundesen,

ANY people find that on sud- 

denly rising from bed or 

straightening up quickly they 
have a light-headed feeling or be- 
come dizzy. This is a fairly com- 
mon condition, and is probably due 
to a temporary lessening of tho 
flow of blood to the brain. Such a 
condition seldom requires medical 
attention, 

Patients with hardened arteries 
and high blood pressyre may also 
have a swimming serfsation in the 
head. This, too, is in all likelihood 
due to some disturbance in the cir- 
culation to the brain. It seldom 
disables or incapacitates § the 
patient. .

IN MORE SEVERE forms, 
dizziness not only may be dis- 
abling but also greatly alarms the 
patient. As a rule the dizziness 
comes on in attacks which start 
suddenly. The attack may disap- 
pear gradually or end suddenly 
and may last from a few moments 
to several days, Often there is a 
sensation of revolving or spinning 
around. The attacks are brought 
on or made worse by a disturb- 
ance in the internal ear or sudden 
change in position. These attacks 
may be the result of some disturb- 
ance in the internal ear or of the 
nerves leading from the ear to the 
brain. However, the exact nature 
of the disorder has not as yet been 
discovered. Infections of the ear, 
changes in the tissues of the in- 
terna) ear due to allergy or over- 
sensitivity and bleeding into the 
ear, have been suggested as pos- 
sible causes. 

A condition which often is con- 
fused with vertigo or dizziness is 
known as Meniere's disease. In 
this disorder there is not only 
diaziness but, In addition, ringing 
in the ears and some deafness, 
The ear noises may be in the na- 
ture of a gentle sound or may be 
such an intolerable uproar that 
they cause greater distress than 
the dizziness.

WHEN ATTACKS of dizziness 
occur, a careful study is needed to 
determine the cause, if possible. 
This should include a close ex- 
amination of the ear for the pres- 
ence of tumors. A lack of blood 
sugar, hardened arteries in the 
brain and brain hemorrhage are 
other possible causes. 

Dizziness often disappears with- 
out treatment. However, a com- 
mon treatment is to give some 
mild sedative or quieting drug 
such ag phenobarbital. A low salt 
diet is often useful, Injections of 
a substance known as histamine 
have been employed to check pro- 
longed attacks of dizziness, In in- 
stances in which all other forms 
of treatment fail, an operation for 
cutting part of the nerve leading 
to the ear is sometimes needed,

Background of Capt. S. P. Martin Ill, Who Directed Air Crash Rescue

EAST PRAIRIE, Mo., Oct. 16 

HEN Doctor Sam Martin 
W read in the papers about how 

his son, Sam, directed the 
rescue of survivors of the air- 
liner crash in the Newfoundland 
wilderness, he thought of it as 
something that might have hap- 
pened in the swamps of South- 
east Missouri long ago. Only the 
resciie would have been handled 
differently here. There wouldn't 
have been circling planes to lo- 
cate the survivors and no hell- 
copters, rubber boats and planes 
to get them out. Doctor Sam, 
though, would have got in there 
somehow to look after the in- 
jured. That was something he 
never failed to do when a call 
for help came out of the swamps. 
That was what a swamp doctor 
was for. 

The sign that swings above the 
sidewalk across from the Cotton 
Belt station announces that Dr. 8. 
P. Martin is to be found “up- 
stairs.” Upstairs there is an- 
other sign which says “Come In.” 
At the door to his inner office 
Doctor Sam greets all callers 
with “Come right in,” as he has 
been doing most of his life, a 
country doctor as his father was 
before him. The S. P. on the 
sign, he explains, stands for 
Samuel Preston. That was his 
father’s name, so he is Samuel 
Preston Martin II, and his son 
up there in Newfoundland is 
Samuel Preston III. And to carry 
on the tradition there is Samuel 
Preston IV, eight months old, 
with his mother down in North 
Carolina, whom Captain Sam has 
never seen, so-named because his 
grandpa wants to make another 
doctor out of him. 

Doctorin’ just naturally runs in 
the Martin family and among the 
Prestons on the maternal side. 
Doctor Sam, running back over 
family history, says his mother’s 
grandfather, down in Middle Ten- 
nessee, had seven sons and the 
seven sons had 17 sons. Fifteen 
of them became doctors and the 
other two were druggists. 

8. P. the First became dissatis- 
fied with Middle Tennessee and 
struck out in 1869 In a log wagon 
for Arkansas, Camping out over- 
night near here, somebody found 
out that he was a doctor and 
called him to attend a “granny 
case,” as birthin’s are called in 
bootheel Missouri to this day. He 
was told that a doctor was needed 
powerful bad in these parts and 
decided that he would satay.

and practiced it for 54 years, Doc- 
tor Sam first tried pharmacy but 
didn’t like it because it was too 
confining, so he studied medicine 
at Washington University and 
graduated in 1906 and after a year 
as an intern at City Hospital un- 
der Dr, Raul Young Brown came 
back to East Prairie and began 
practicing with his older brother, 
Albert, later going to himself.

was frozen stiff and he was nearly 
so, but they gave him black 
coffee and he went to work.
